The year’s business was then 
dispatched, with Basketball 
voted to become a major sport 
at Loyola. Then the financial 
statement was read, showing a 
balance of some $700.00. An 
amendment to the constitution 
was proposed and passed, where- 
by class representatives to the 
L.C.A.A. are to be elected and 
not appointed.

Msgr. Fulton Sheen 
Sheds Light 


on U.N.C.LO. 


“Right is right if nobody is 
right, and wrong is wrong if 
everybody is wrong’’, stated 
Msgr. Fulton J. Sheen, speaking 
in the Loyola Auditorium, Sun- 
day, April 30. Professor of 
philosophy at the Catholic Uni- 
versity of America and widely 
known author and _ lecturer, 
Msgr. Sheen, the ninth speaker 
in the current Loyola Lecture 
Series, addressed a _ capacity 
audience on ‘‘The World To- 
day’’. The speaker came direct- 
ly from San Francisco, ‘“‘a city 
of expectancy and fear’, where 
he had been lecturing prior to 
the opening of the Conference. 

Offering concrete suggestions 
for the establishment of per- 
manent peace, Msgr. Sheen 
remarked_that there must be 
recognition ot the moral law by 


all nations and agacorollary to 


the moral law, there must be an 
international bill of rights and 
liberties. “‘This would include’’ 
he added, ‘‘freedom of press, 
speech, religion, assembly, and 
the elimination of the race, 
creed and colour problem. Then 
we will all understand the same 
thing. This international bill 
}puts teeth into the moral law 
and makes it clear.’’ 

The term “peace - loving” 
which, according to the Dum- 
barton Oaks proposals, is the 
; Qualification a nation must have 
}to obtain membership in the 
World Security Organization, 
Msgr. Sheen called “‘interna- 
tional jargon.” He suggested 
that it be changed to law-abid- 
ing nations. ‘‘For who are the 
peace-loving nations’? asked 
the speaker, and then he con- 
tinued by showing that Ger- 
many could be called one if we 
counted the number of wars in 
which she had been involved 
since 1871. England had been 
in thirteen. Germany in five. 

Msgr. Sheen concluded on a 
note of hope, declaring that the 
blood of the American and 
Canadian boys who died at 
Anzio and Dieppe is a voice 
calling to God for justice, the 
justice that is so urgently need- 
ed in the world today. For 
“‘Peace is the work of justice.”’
